Content Objective: Students share revisions of a procedural text. 


Mini Lesson 


1. Group all students who have A text together, all with B, etc. Instruct students to discuss the revisions they made to the same text. 

2. Allow students time to revise their work, if necessary, based on input from members of their group. 

3. Pair students by texts: A with C and B with D for sharing their final revisions. 


Learning 
Applications 


1. With a partner, students share the revisions of a section of a procedural text. Partners provide feedback on the effectiveness of the revision, 
recording comments on a sticky note. 


Closure 


1. Exit Slip: Students submit revisions along with their partners' evaluation.
